This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

I. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 7, lines 36, first embodiment; in 
particular, the first embodiment that the processing unit starts writing print data from 
print data storing unit to spool file storing unit before processing unit finishing storing the 
print data in the print data storing unit of the first embodiment (page 9, lines 9-16). 

II. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 15, lines 15, second 
embodiment; in particular, the second embodiment that when the device control filter is 
not analyzing and processing the print data, the processing unit reads out the print data 
of each print jobs in accordance with a specific condition which determines an output 
sequence of the registered print jobs stored in the print data storing unit and writes the 
read out print data to the spool file storing unit and the specific condition is set by a user 
(page 1 5, lines 32-37, page 1 6, lines 1-11). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
